W ashington, Aug, 
18.— An Impor­ 
tant question respecting the importa­ 
tion of labor from Mexico to the U nit­ 
ed States for work on railroad con­ 
struction in Texas has been determin­ 
ed by department of Justice at the in­ 
stance of the department of com merce 
and labor. 
The question was whether men em­ 
ployed as laborers on ordinary railroad 
construction were “skilled" or “un- 
■klled" In the meaning of the law. The 
department of 
justice, through 
an 
opinion rendered by Acting Secretary 
General Robb, has decided that the 
men are "unskilled" laborers, and that, 
therefore, cannot, under the law, be 
admitted into the country under con­ 
tract. 
On June 9, 1906, Doreteo Arrellamb, 
a Mexican, applied for admission to 
E l Paso, and was debarred by a board 
of special Inquiry on the ground that 
hew as a contract laborer, and that 
hiB entry Into the United States was 
la violation of the immigration law, 
approved March I, 1903. 
An appeal 
was taken at the issuance of J. E 
Hutt, who has a contract to furnish la­ 
bor to the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
F e railroad, the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific 
railroad 
and 
the 
Fort 
Worth and Denver City railroad, all 
east of Albuquerque, N. M., aud George 
H. Mosher, who has a sim ilar contract 
for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe railroad west of Albuquerque as 
far as the Pacific coast. 
On June 25, 1905, Sebastian Sotelo 
was denied admission at El Paso by 
a board of special Inquiry under the 
alien contract labor law. 
An appeal 
was taken in this case at the instance 
of the Ben Heney company of Tucson. 
Ariz., which has a contract to furnish 
labor for the Southern Pacific between 
E l Paso and San Jose, on the Coast 
line, and to Fresno, on the Valley 
line. 
The question involved the con­ 
struction of the term "skilled labor” 
In Section 2 of the Immigration act 
of March 3, 1903, it being contended 
by 
the appellants that laborers ordi­ 
narily employed in the construction 
and maintenance of the tracks of the 
railroad were skilled laborers within 
the meaning of the term as used in 
the act, and that, lf labor of like kind 
could not be found unemployed In the 
United States, laborers of this class 
could be Imported 
Into 
the United 
States under con tract

F O ST E R ’S WEATHER BULLETIN.

Washington, D C. Aug. 18.— Last bulletin gave forecasts of dis­ 
turbance to erose continent 19 to 23, warm wave 18 to 22. cool wave 21 
to 25. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast about 25, cross west 
of Rockies by close of 26, great central valleys 27 to 29, eastern states 
30. 
Warm wave will cross west of Rockies about 25, great central 
valleys 27, eastern states 29. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies 
about 28, great central valleys 30, eastern states September I. 
The important features of this disturbance will be an increase of 
rainfall where drowth has prevailed, the ending of the heated term 
and a cool wave that will send frost unusually far south for the season. 
Some corn in the north will be nipped by the frost first week in Sep­ 
tember but extensive damages are not anticipated. 
Following August 18 some very severe weather may be expected; 
a hot wave, thunder storms and severe squalls. 
The heated term will 
continue till after the next disturbance. 
No better service in the interest of the public can be performed 
than just criticisms of the government crop reports. 
The cotton crop 
reports for Ju ly are very misleading, easily manipulated in the inter* 
est of the great speculators and against the planters*and common 
dealers. 
The effect of the reports is to make it appear that the 1906 
crop on July 25 was 4 points below the conditions same time last year 
when in fact the goverments figures, when analized, show the reverse. 
This result may not be premeditated by the government experts but 
they could not possibly find a method that would play more effectually 
into the schemes of the great speculators. 
They report a deterioration in each of the states of Virginia, North 
and South Carolina of 5 per cent as compared with 1905. 
That makes 
in the final calculation, an average loss of 5 per cent to each state. 
Then for Texas, Louisiana and Arkansas they report conditions averag­ 
ing 3 per cent better than for 1905. 
Balancing the two they conclude 
that the cotton crop in thoee six states is not as good as in 1905. 
Can 
you see the error? 
Taking Texas alone they report the crop 4 per cent 
better than for 1905. 
Apply that per cent of bettered conditions to 
bales produced and the 4 per cent increase in Texas would over bal­ 
ance the 5 per cent of decrease in the three states of \ irginia, North 
and South Carolina. 
The great speculators never care whether the country buys or sells 
cotton. 
All the speculators want is for the country to all go^one way; 
then those great speculators take the other side and they always win 
as against the country ; big money beats everything else. 
If the country is deceived as to crop conditions it is bad for the 
country; good for the big speculators. 
If the government crop report 
percentages were made to apply to bales, instead of states, it would not 
be so easy to make the figures lie.

Sanderson, Texas, Aug. 14, 1906 
— I have reached this place after 
riding everything from an obser 
ration car to a rickety hack, hav­ 
ing been four days on a journey 
which for novel and strenuous ex 
periences has been out of the ordi­ 
nary in Texas travel, and goes to 
prove how indispensable the rail­ 
roads are to 
the 
p e o p l e o f 
t h e p r e s e n t 
day. 
No 
man 
should ever try 
to get through 
this country on anything shot of a 
railroad train or airship. 
My two 
companions and I were joined by 
Mr. Fitzgerald, master mechanic of 
the El Paso division of the South­ 
ern Pacific, in our overland trip 
from Langtry to Lozier. 
We reach­ 
ed Lozier at nightfall as tired and 
sore as if we had been the victims 
of the bastinado. 
We had a two- 
horse hack with a driver and crept 
up and down the rocky hills and 
through the canons, walking part 
of the time to lighten the load and 
to keep from smashing the vehicle;

The road was barely discernible, 


most of the way arid, often washed 


so badly that it was next to i m ­ 


possible to get by. 
The county is 
usually dry and the scanty travel 
seeks the drains or water courses 
in getting up and down the moun­ 
tains, as it would require civil en­ 
gineering to make a road 
any­ 
where else; when the rains come 
it will not be difficult for the read­ 
er to imagine the conditions thfct 
confront t h e overland 
traveler. 
The road also runs through the 
canon beds part of the way, the 
steep sides affording no room or 
footing f o r a passage-way. 
We 
passed through one narrow gorge 
barely wide enough for the tig for 
fully a mile over round stones 
varying in size from a base ball to 
a pone of bread, and there was ab­ 
solutely not a particle of soil to 
vary the ceaseless vibrating and 
jolting of the hack. 
Here is where 
we did a walking stunt to preserve 
the normal arrangement of internal 
organism.

The raid of the barn followed the in­ 
spection of a cold storage warehouse 
The warehouse Is a public one, and 
In It Inspector Murray found 25.000 
pounds of meat unfit for use. A search 
of the books of the company showed 
that this meat was the property of 
Davidson. 
In addition to the equipment at the 
barn for converting unsaleable meat 
into cuts from supposedly good roasts 
the Inspectors found a plant for tho 
manufacture of sausage of different 
kinds, and other articles of food w hteh 
usually adorn the free lunch counters 
in th e^ h eap or middle class saloons.

""fJxlveston, Aug. 18.—W hat appears 
to he a positive confirmation of the 
many rumors of destruction of prop­ 
erty and loss of life consequent upon 
the earthquake shocks In the vicinity 
of Valparaiso was contained In an 
Associated Press dispatch early Sat­ 
urday, received here. 
The cable of­ 
fice in this city, communicating direct 
with the cable operator at Valparaiso, 
learned that Valparaiso was In a tur­ 
moil, buildings wrecked, with the be­ 
lief that a great loss’ of life had oc­ 
curred. 
The 
importance 
of this dispatch 
was that it gave the first news that 
shocks continued on Friday. 
This in­ 
formation was confirmed by a report 
from Baldwin, Kan., that the seismo­ 
graph in the government observatory 
there recorded a shock at 7:27 o’clock 
Friday morning. Early advices report­ 
ed shocks not later than midnight 
Thursday, 
According to the statements made 
by the cable operator at Valparaiso, 
\.ho was working in direct communi­ 
cation With the office in this city Fri­ 
day, earthquake shocks continued at 
Intervals 
throughout 
the 
day, an.d 
many times the operators had to flee 
from their office. 
The operator at 
Valparaiso stated that everything was 
In confusion at that place; that many 
houses have collapsed, and the loss of 
life is believed to be great. 
Overland lines over the Andes moun­ 
tains are all down, and communication 
south of Valparaiso is completely shut 
off. 


Wireless Reports State That the Tidal 
Wave Is General. 
Honlulu, Aug. 18.—Wireless reports 
from the Islands of Hawaii, Maul and 
Hlto report the tidal wage general in 
height, which Is five feet. 
In the Bay 
of Maalaea, near the Island of Maul, 
its height is estimated to have been 
twelve feet.
